How the Tree* Are Tapped and the 


Incus Gum Gathered—Department* and 
Divisions In the Work All Voder the 
Keen Eye of the "Bider." 


Dialect writers find a fruitful field 


among tho "Tar Heels" of the Carolinaa, 
Alabama and Georgia. 
In the cool 


dcptba of the turpentine •woods, with tha 
gashed troes yielding up their resinous 
gum, 
tho balmy air and the picturesque 


"hackers," "dippers" and "scrapers," 
with tho ever vigilant "rider" watch- 
lug everything, ig a plmso in southern 
lire which h;a long been the delight of 
authors and the pleasure of artisti. The 
crudity of the implements and tha Btilla 
used in making turpentine and roein 
lend additional interest to this old in- 
dustry, and the gypsyliko habits of tho 
turpentine makers add to their ragged, 
illiterate charms. 


Turpentine is tho distilled gum of tho 


pine trees of North and South Carolina, 
Alabama, Georgia and port of Florida. 
The 'season begins when the first spring 
sap rises and ends when cold weather 
checks the flow of tho tree's blood. In 
i 


January or February the "haoker," 
with his keen bladed az, begins the 
round which ends with tho season. He 
is the expert of the woods and knows his 
troes and just how much hacking they 
will stand. His task is to cut the 
"boxes" in which the thiok gnm o>tbo 
wounded tree will collect. A box is a 
wide incision about six inobea deep, a 
wedge shaped cut in tho tree, and he 
hacks from 90 to 100 boxes a d»y. The 
first boxes are cut uonr the roots of the 
treo, and they aro cut as close together 
to tho height of a man's head as cau be 
Cone without killing tho pine. 
Tho 


hacker loaves a width of bark between 
each box so ns to preserve tho vitality of 
the tree. When the trees ore leased to 
tho turpentine makers, the terms of the 
lease limit the number of boxes to each 
troo, but when it is desired to work tho 
pino to tho fullest extent tho gashes ana 
carried up to a height of 20 feet or more. 


After tho hacker comes tho man who 


"corners" tho boxes. This "corner" ii 
a out in tho top of tho box to guide the 
sap into the cafities left for the gnm, 
and the man who "works" the "crop" 
goes systematically from box to box, 
starting tho sap anew with fresh inci- 
sions, working in this way 10,000 boxes 
during tho season. The sap or gum fills 
tho boxes with a clear, sticky, thick 
fluid, and tins is removed by the "dip- 
per. " Scattered through the woods ore 
barrels in which tho "dipper" deposits 
tho gum, which is then hauled to the 
still. About a quart of sap is taken from 
each box by menus of tho trowel shaped 
scoop used by the dipper, and then the 
hacker comes along and starts the flow 
afresh by wounding tho treo again. Tho 
turpentine maker watches his men close- 
ly, for tho Tar Heels are an easy going 
people and require to be urged by tho 
' 'rider,'' who goes through the woods on 
horseback examining tho crop, hurrying 
tho dippers and backers and Bending tho 
barreled gnm to the still. 


Tho first or "virgin" sap which flows 


iu tho spring mukes tho beet rosiu, and 
thupnurutt is tiie product of the harden- 
ed yum which id left on the sides of tho 
b'jxus when (ho sap "tnrus down" in 
tho fall 
This is 
removed by the 


"scnipei," who moves through the 
woods with his scraping tool, gathering 
the leavings. 


Tho still is a largo copper vat hooded 


with a close fitting cover in which is a 
funiiel which in turn is connected with 
tho "v.'uria" cf the still This worm 
run.; <l(.\vi! i a i > > another vat rrsar at 
hand, and in t1" ; vuttho fumesoi"vapor 
of thebeutecl ,- ,.u is distilled into tar- 
poiitiue. Fire under tho copper vat heat! 
tho gum, and tho volatile parts rise to 
the funnel, pass into the still and are 
condensed by the water in the second 
vat into bpinls of turpentine. Theresifl- 
utmi left in the vat Is the rosin at 
commerce, which iu passed through a 
series oi' strainers and sieves to the bar- 
rel.-i, which aro made on the spot Tha 
turpi-ntino, however, cannot be barreled 
so f.v ily, for It will worlt throngh an 
ordinary barrel. 
U is placed iu white 


pine b:nrels v.-hich havo boc.i coated in- 
bido with sovei.'ti conta of strong, hot 
glue until the barrel ia impervious to 
tho Hubtlo flaid 


The treoj aro worked for five or six 


BOUSOUS, and tbt-u tho tnrpeuti-no maker 
moves to another part of the woods. He 
stiirtrd in North Carolina, crossed over 
to youth Carolina and is still moving 
toward the gulf. Forest fires destroy the 
pinoa factor than tho hacker does, for 
the flf.incs sweep over large areas before 
thry die out Careful owners of turpen- 
tine woods havo the pine straw and 
fallen underbrush raked away from their 
trees bofore tho season begins, and col- 
lecting this material in some safe spot 
wait for a quiet day when no wind will 
cool tho wet finger, nnd then they burn 
the rakiugs. 


Negroes are common laborers of the 


turpentine woods, but white men are 
plentiful. They !ive ia rough shanties 
in tho woods, with the stables for th» 
mules and horses near at hand. No 
work is more healthful than tnrpentln*

How the Trees Are Tapped and the Bes- 


Inous Gum Gathered—Departmeat* and 
Divisions IB the Work All Voder th* 
Keen Eye of tho "Blder." 


Dialect writers find a fruitful field 


among the "TarHoels"of the Carolinas, 
Alabama and Georgia. 
In the cool 


depths of the turpentine •woods, •with the 
gashed trees yielding up their resinous 
gnro, tho balmy air and the piotureserua 
"hackers," "dippers" nnd "aoiapers," 
with tho ever vigilant "rider" watch- 
ing everything, is a phaso in southern 
life \vliioh hns long been the delight of 
authon; and the pleasure of artist*. The 
crudity of the Implemants and the stilla 
used in making turpentine and rosin 
lend additional interest to this old in- 
dustry, and the gypsy like habita of tho 
turpentine makers add to their ragged, 
illiterate charms. 


Turpentine is the distilled gnmof tho 


pine trees of North and South Carolina, 
Alabama, Georgia and part of Florida. 
Tho season begins when the first spring 
sap rises and ends when cold weather 
checks tho flow of the tres's blood. In 
January or February the "backer," 
with his keen bladed ax, begins the 
round which ends with tho season. He 
ia the expert of the woods and knows his 
trees and just how much hacking they 
will stand. 
His taslc is to out the 


"boxes" in which the thiok gnm o>tbe 
wounded tree will collect. A box is a 
wide incision about six inches deep, a 
wedge shaped cut in the tree, and he 
hacks from 90 to 100 bozos a d«y. The 
first boxes are cut nonr the roots of the 
tree, and they are cut as close together 
to tho height of a man's head as can be 
done without killing tho pino, 
Tho 


hacker loaves a width of bark between 
each box so as to preserve tho vitality of 
the tree. 
When the trnos are leased to 


tho turpentine makers, tho terms of tho 
lease limit the number of boxes to eaob 
tree, but when it is desired to work the 
pine to the fullest extent the gashes are 
carried up to a height of 20 feet or more. 


After tho hacker comes the man who 


"corners" tho boxes. Thig "cornar" it 
a out in the top of tho box to guide the 
sap into the cavities left for the gnm, 
and tho man who "works" the "crop" 
goes systematically from box to box, 
starting the sap anew with fresh inci- 
sions, working in this way 10,000 boxes 
during tho season. The sap or gum fills 
the boxes with a clear, sticky, thick 
fluid, and this is removed by the "dip- 
per. " Scattered through the woods are 
barrels in which tho "dipper" deposits 
tho gum, which is theu hauled to the 
still. About a qnnrt of sap is taken from 
each box by menus of the trowel shaped 
scoop used by the dipper, and then the 
hacker cornc.s along and starts the flow 
afresh by wounding tho tree again. The 
turpentine maker watches his men close- 
ly, for tho Tar Heels are an easy going 
peoplo and require to be urged by the 
' 'riclor,'' who goos through the woods on 
horseback examining tho crop, hurrying 
tho clippers and hackers nnd sending the 
barreled gum to the etilL 


Tho first or "virgin" eapwhich flows 


iu the (spring luukos tho beet rosin, and 
tho poorest is the product of tho harden- 
ed ynni which ij left on the sides of tho 
boxos wliun ihu sap "turns down" in 
tho fall. 
Tliis is 
removed by the 


"scraper," who moves through the 
woods with his scraping tool, gathering 
tho leavings. 


Tho still is a largo copper vat hooded 


with a olos-u fitting cover in which is a 
funnel which in turn is connected with 
tho "worm" of the still This worm 
ruiir, down inio another vat near at 
hand, and in t'-i:i vat tho fumes orvapor 
of tbeheutecl .-.-..lu is distilled into tar- 
pentiue. Firetiiider tho copper vat heat! 
tho gum, and the volatile parts rise to 
tho f aimol, pass into tho still and are 
coudoused by tho water in the second 
vat into spirits of turpentine. Theresifl- 
tr.mi left in the vat is the rosin of 
commerce, which in passed through •> 
series of (drainers and sieves to the bar- 
rels, which are made on tho spot 
The 


turpentine, however, cannot be barreled 
so easily, for it will work through an 
ordinary barrel. It is placed in white 
piuc barrels which have been coated in- 
sido with several coats of strong, hot 
glue until the barrel is impervious to 
tho snbtlo Quid. 


The treoa are worked for five or six 


suasous, and then the turpentine maker 
moves to another part of the woods. Be 
stnrtt'il iu North Carolina, crossed over 
to Smith Carolina and is still moving 
toward tho gulf. Forest fires destroy the 
pines faster than tho haokor does, for 
the flames sweep over large areas before 
(hoy dio out. Careful owners of turpen- 
tine woods have tho pine straw and 
fallen mielorbrush raked away from their 
trees before tho season begins, and col- 
lecting this material in some safe spot 
wait for a quiet day when no wind will 
cool tho wet finger, nnd then they burn 
tho Takings. 


Negroes are common laborers of the 


turpontitio woods, but white men ore 
plentiful. They live in rough shantioe 
in tho woods, with the stables lor tl» 
mules and horses new at hand. No 
work is more healthful than turpentln* 
making, for it ia all out of doora In tho 
depths of the balmy, health giving pine*,

(•Senator Stewart dolivered u speech 


in the United States Senate on the 
tliumcidl cjue&tion, the 
full text of 


which is printed iu the <.'unyrem>ion<il 
Jieconl. 
He handles the Wall street 


twins without gloves and exposes the 
gold trust combination in its true 
light. . He denies that there is any 
emergency which has not been created 
by a disregard of law. All the trouble 
with the Treasury Department results 
from a refusal to execute the laws of 
Cougrebs in good faith. He shows that 
on the 23th day of Jauuai y, 1878, the 
Senate parsed the following resolution: 


That all the bouds issued by the 


United States, issued or authorized to 
be issued under the said acts of Con- 
gress hereinbefore recited, are payable, 
principal uud interest, at the option o£ 
tho Government of the United States, 
in silver dollars of the coinage of the 
Uiuto.t iiUiles, cimUuuiug 41-Ji' grains 
each of otiud-ird silvei; and that to 
iv-'toiv to its coinage such silver coins 
us a loyal 'under in payment of said 
bond.-, principal and interest, is not i.i 
violation o[ thu public faith norderoga- 
tii n of thu rights of the public creditor. 


Tho preamble 
to this resolution 


stated 
the 
f.icl that 
the Act to 


strengthen the public credit approved 
March 18,1809, provided and deelired 
that the faith of the United States was 
pledged to the payment, iu coin or its 
equivalent, of all interest-bearing obli- 
gations of the United States, except in 
cnscs where the law authorizing the 
issue of such obligations had expressly 
provided that tho same might be paid 
iu li'.svful money or other currency than 
gold or silver. Tha resolution was in- 
troduced by Senator Matthews of Ohio, 
who succeeded John Sherman, who was 
then Secretary of the Treasury under 
Hayes. Mr. Sherman had informed tho 
I'mauco Committee of tho Semite by 
letter that lie had pledged the faith of 
the Government to redeem the bonds 
tLen Ubuud in gold, notwithstanding he 
u,i^ tho author of tho bill to pay the 
bonds iu gold or silver. 


Tuo ' evolution p.isaod the Senate and 


House, Carlisle, McKinley, Springer, 
Mills and several others, who are now 
iu with the Gold Trust, voting for it. 
It has never been rescinded and the 
bonds, are payable, principal and iuter- 
r-st, at tho option of thu Government, in 
t-ilver dollars of tho coinage of the 
Umtid Ktutesr, containing 412,';; grains 
each of standard silver. 


S' iiutor Stewart say« there is plenty 


o" Biiver coin in the U. S. Treasury. 
If there is not it is the plain duty of 
tho Secretary of the Treasury to coin 
the bullion. Tho third section of the 
Act oil 1800 declares it to bo his especial 
duty to coin sufliciont of the silver 
bullion purchased under tho Act to 
provide for tho notes issued there- 
under. The Executive lias decreed that 
gold alone shall be uueC, thus setting 
himself above Congress, and refusing 
to obey the law and pay silver as well 
as gold. Ho has douo this for tha pur- 
p:>;e of forcing the gold standard upon 
us with all its calamities. 


Senator Stewart declared that the 


only way you can maintain the gold 
standard is to put down prices in thi 
country lower than iu any other, so 
that the people of other countries will 
prefer our commodities to our gold. As 
wn compote in the sale of our commod- 
ities v.'ith ludiii, Russia and the Argoiv 
tino Republic wages must bo lo\vor here 
than iu those countries if we nro to 
carry this accumulating debt and pay 
Hie interest on it in gold from the sale 
of commodities. 
In view of tho in- 


evitablo destruction, the ruin which 
must come, the distress which now 
alllists 
the 
whole 
country, 
the 


millions out of employment, the pros- 
tration of our industries, the President 
insists that ho will not obey the law, 
that he will iiial-o a discrimination be- 
tween gold mid silver. 


Senator Stewart protests against 


this policy, against the policy of buy- 
ing gold under authority to buy coin 
Ho rakes the gold bugs of both parties 
who are sustaining thi» policy, over the 
coals, and is a thorn in their side in Ne- 
vada as well us,in New Yoi k and in the 
United States Senate. Somo uf the 
people, however, upon ons pretext or 
another, are disposed to flnd fault with 
tho Senator and make light of his 
efforts to expose the rascality and 
duplicity of the Gold Trust and its 
organs, aiders and abettors throughout 
the country. 


Senator Skagga of Elko baa proposed 


an amendment to the Constitution 
.o remove the State Capital to any 
own or city that will comply with the 
•onditious imposed by the amendment. 
The JOURNAL is authorized by prom- 
nent citizens of Reno, men who have 
he money and whose word is good, to 
state that the required $100,000 will be 
deposited with the State Treasurer, and 
n addition that they will donate the 
State a block of land suitable for a 
Japitol building and grounds. 


Gentlemen ot the Legislature, adopt 


klr. Skaggs' amendment, submit the 
question to the people and the Capital 
will be removed to tbe metropolis of 
Nevada at the earliest possible moment. 


A NKW TAX 


Assemblyman Flanuigan has intro 


duced a bill to provide revenue for the 
support of tho State Government and 
to repeal certain acts relating thereto. 
It extends thb time for assessing li^ 
stock by giving the Assessor authority 
to make tho assessment on any calenj 
dar day of tho year, thus lessening th 
opportunity for owners of transient 
stock, such as cattle and sheep, to evade 
taxation, 
ft also provides that live 


stock driven here from other Status 
ahull be liable to the mime tax as stock 
which have wintered in Nevada, not- 
withstanding tho tax on such stock 
may have been paid in other States. 
Live stock driven hero for commercial 
purposes are, however, under the pro- 
visions of tho bill, exompt from this 
rule. 


It has boon the custom for California 


slioep owners to drive their flocks into 
Nevada and summer them here, 
taxes on those flocks were paid, 
claimed to have been paid, in California 
before they were driven here. They 
fatten on the grasses, and damage the 
roads iu Nevada, yet do not contribute 
a cent to support the State or county 
governments. As the object of the bill 
>s to make them do so there should not 
be any objection to its passage.

fliu Weather—Quartz and Placer Mines— 


GeiiorHl Notes. 


ELKO. Nev., February 12,1895. 


EDITOH JOURNAL:—The last ten days 


of January were exceedingly cold and 
he weather very disagreeable, snowing 
nore or leas. There is now deposited 
upon the ground in tlie valleys from 16 
;o W inches of snow and upon the 
:iiouuUuu ranges from six to eight feet. 
Daring this time the thermometer has 
fallen from 20 to 35 degrees on two 
asions. With the advent of February 
;he black, gloomy clouds that bung 
over Eastern Nevada rolled backward 


d Old Sol put in an appearance, 


pouring forth his soft and gentle rays, 
;liereby driving old Arctic winter to 
;be lofty peaks of the snow-capped 
neighboring ranges, there to hold high 
carnival, much to the delight of the 
denizens of the valleys. 


MINES. 


In my la^t. letter I omitted to men- 


tion the Badger lode or deposit at the 
north end of Lone Mountain, upon 
which a 40-foot incline has been exca- 
vated, developing a strong ledge or 
body of ore from top to bottom, yield- 
ing $25 per ton in gold, $16 in silver anc 
70 per cent of lead. The width of the 
ledge has not as yet been ascertained 
as pay ore is found on all sides of the 
incline. 
This valuable property 
be< 


longs to H. M. Beed & Son and is situ 
ated 28 miles north of Elko and a 
miles north of Tuscarora. Mr. Eee( 
expects to put a large force of men 
upon this mine this Spring. The gen 
e rul trend or strike of this ore bod 
seems to bo nortli and south, being in 
a soft formation of porphyry and lime 
stono. There is a superabundance o 
water in the vicinity. 


ISLAND MOUNTAIN 


Is another placer mining district and I 
situated about 75 miles due north o 
Elko. There has been obtained place 
gold f/oia Hope Gulch in this distric 
by the sluico box process of the value 
of $3011,000. Gold is found in all th 
hills of this section for miles around 
but the scarcity of water has been 
drawback to this district, there bein 
only a plenty of water during th 
months of March, April, May and June 
The mineral formation of this place 
district is granite and porphyry. Be 
sides the placer gold there are a num 
ber of gold prospects, but the most im 
portant are the group of mines owne> 
by J. L. French, recently discovorec 
Mr. French ia u pioneer of this distric 
since 187-1, during which time he ha 
been 
prospecting more or less fo 


quartz, aud discovered last fall iu Pat 
tersou gulch, five valuable ledges run 
ning parallel north and south not be 
ing over from six to nine feet aparl 
Old and experienced miners boliev 
that all of these ledges at the depth o 
80 to 100 feet will be consolidated int 
0110 massive ore body. From sample

factory result is obtained of $25 per to: 
by mill process. Ono of the ledges o 
this group has given assays as high a 
4,^00 per ton.

-DHUNO DISTRICT 


Is one of the most extensive as well a 
the richest placer mining district in 
Eastern Nevada, and is situated in th 
northeast part of Elko county, abon 
55 miles from the Central Pacific rail 
road, its many rich gulches that mak 
down from the Bruneau range ha 
yielded annually large sums of place 
gold. This district was urst discov 
ered and worked as early as the sum 
mer of 1871. The first gold taken ou 
was 
by Watty Waters, "Old Alle 


gheny," Mr. Gallagher and other old 
pioneers of that period. The extent o 
this gold field is probably not less than 
eight miles square, extending west am 
south along the base of the Bruneau 
range, 76 gulch being the central poin 
of attraction. This gulch is five mile 
long and has pr.y gravel from 80 to 10 
feet wide the entire length. There nr 
also a number of other gulches in thi 
vicinity where rich placers are found 
There has been, during the past sum 
mer, a large number of gold prospect 
discovered and opened out, many o 
which give satisfactory results, averag 
ing in width from 10 inches to four and 
five feet. Early spring will flnd in this 
district a largo number of hopeful 
prospects. Timber and water are su- 
perabundant for all purposes of min- 
ing—A number of Utah capitalists of 
Park City arc heavily interested in this 
district.

among ourcitizens and taxpayers aboul 
what is known as the coyote scalp 
law, ae tbe provisions of the law do nol 
fully protect 
the interests of the 


county. Very few advocate the repea 
of the law, but all agree that the ac' 
should be amended in some way or 
otber so as to put a stop to the aumia: 
drain of tho finances of the county 
which is from $1,700 to $1,800. Oar 
County Commissioners for a long tin* 
believed that they bad been paying fo 
scalps taken from Idaho and Utah. W 
hope our present Legislature will grap 
pie with this important financial ques 
tion, so as to relieve us of the burden 
of paying for scalps taken from neigh 
boriug States. I think if the Justic 
of the Peace was authorized to requir 
all persons who presented scalps t 
swear that he or they killed tbe coyote 
within the limits of Elko county. Thi 
or some other more effective mod 
should be adopted so as to enable ou 
County Commissioners to stop thi 
coyote scalp drain. 


There seems to be a general desir 


among our citizens for some radica 
change in our present election laws si 
as to remove many of the defects tha 
developed during the list election an 
in the count and returns thereafter, 
flnd a great many taxpayers favorafr 
to tlie calling of a Constitutional Con 
ventiou to reviae the entire instrumen 
It is believed Ibis can be done in thirt 
days, the number 'of delegates not e> 
ceeding tlie number of members of th 
present Legislature. The cost of a con 
vention should not exceed a fewthoui 
and dollars, members serving for the: 
expenses, say $1 per day with mileag 
one way, or their actual transportatio 
which does not exceed five cents pe 
milo.

A Beno Inventor to tbe Front. 


0. Q. Columbo, foreman for Foley, 


Russell & Co., has been studying for 
some time on a scheme, so that every 
'armer will be enabled to shoe his own 
lorsea or mules, and also remove the 
shoes while tha animals are resting. 
He has solved the problem by invent- 
ng a shoe that can be fitted in a few 
minutes and removed from the animal's 
Jeet during the night, or the heel and 
;oe calks' can be removed for Winter or 
Bummer use. The shoe, as far as shape 
is concerned, is like an ordinary horse- 
shoe.except that it has three corrugated 
prongs rising from the edge of the 
shoe about one inch high and three- 
quarters of an inch in width. These 
prongs can be sprung in on the bevel 
of the hoof into places previously pre- 
pared on the hoof of the animal. At 
the toe of the shoe is a rivet that acts 
as a hinge and allows the shoe to be 
opened or spread and removed or fitted 
at will. At tbe heel of the shoe a bolt 
or long 
screw 
is 
adjusted 
with 


a screwdriver which clamps it in such a 
manner as to make it impossible to 
give in any particular. It is strongly 
made and can be manufactured at a 
low figure. It affords great relief to 
the animal uul any one with a little 
trouble c1:1: adjust it.

scene began work in earnest. A stream 
weg turned in the front windows and 
the boys fought their way in until the 
blaze was under control, but neverthe- 
less they had a tedious flght,as flre 
had gotten between the ceiling and roof 
making it difficult to get at. The flre 
had also worked its way through the 
floor and burned quite a large hole 
through the ceiling of Sol Levy's store. 


The stock and fixtures in Armanko's 


saloon are almost a total loss, and it is 
doubly severe on him as he carried no 
insurance. The stocks of Ash Brothers, 
and Sol Levy are seriously damaged 
by smoke and water, both stores being 
fearfully flooded. The Ash Bros, carry 
$7,500 insurance and Sol. Levy $10,000 
on their stocks. 


The saloon closed at the usual hour, 


the night man leaving about 1 o'clock; 
the lights were all extinguished and 
things put in order. About fifteen or 
twenty minutes before the alarm Mr. 
Nash passed up the street on his 
rounds and there were no indications 
of a flre. A. E. Donnelly in passing 
the building later on noticed a great 
quantity of smoke In the neighborhood 
and upon making an investigation 
found where it come from. He ran 
to

engine 
house and 
gave 


the alarm la time to check what would 
likely have proven a disastrous flre. 


Mr. Armanko can give no theory as 


to how the blaze originated. It seemed 
to start in a closet in the northeastern 
part of the room, where the men em- 
ployed about the place hung their coats 
and hats. He says that packages of 
matches were also kept there, but these 
were kept in a box. The stairway in 
the corner of the room was entirely 
destroyed, and the ceiling burned 
badly.

vaso wns taken out from under its cover' 
in;,'.;. It looked to mo like tho Peach' 
blow, ivliich had vanished so mysterl 
cusly." 


"Uuo moment, please," said the ama- 


tunr Blimloc!; Holmes, "how long after 
the Puachblow was sold for $18,000 to 
Mr. Wallorsi, as Mr. Snttou alleged, did 
this occur?" 


"From iiino months to a year after- 


ward," said Mr. Ives. 
"I bought tho 


vase which was exhibited to me, but 1 
said nothing about it for a long time. 
kept it lockud in my house. Before I got 
it I had to promise not to speak about it 
for a specified time, but that time has 
elapsed." 


"How much did you pay for ttu. vaso?'

ion. " 


"Tho ilrath of Mr. Walters, together 


with tho examination of his collections, 
havo cleared up some of tho mystery 
which surrounds this subject," said Mr. 
Ives. "It is now pretty well established 
that he never had tho Peach blow vase "
